And will It be reasonable to

Terrifying Sfjectacle Witnessed 


by Paisengers in 


Mid-Ocean. 


QUEENSTOWN, March 2.— 


Passengers on the steamer -Cun- 
ardia, which touched here today, 
report a narrow escape from the 
plunge of a meteorite. 


The log only reports that on 


the night of February 26, while 
the liner was in such a.latitude 
and longitude, a meteorite fell in- 
to the sea a short distance from 
the ship's sideT but those of the 
passengers on deck at the time 
describe the spectacle as r-"' 
terrifying. 


The meteorite came from the

the 'time of any such lease acting in the exercise of de. 
authority, the exclusive right to the use and possession of «uch 
land?.from the date of such lease, for the full term thereof, not 
exceeding fifty (50) years in any case, is hereby confirmed in th« 
lessee or lessees thereof and their successors in interest; and.pri- 
ority in date of any such leases shall give priority in right; provided: 
that npthng in this act contained shall be deemed or taken to confirm 
any such .leases unless the property therein described shall at all 
times during the continuance of such leases be applied by thi 
lessees, or their successors in interest, to public or quasi public 
uses; and provided, further: that within one (1) fear from th<: 
date this act shall take effect said lessee or lessees, or their suc- 
cessors in interest, shall commence in good faith the improvement 
of said premises for the purposes aforesaid and shall prosecute the 
same, to completion with reasonable diligence. 


"Section 2. This act shall take effect and be in force upon its 


passage." 


Senator Savage says this bill is intended to apply to some sub- 


merged lands in San Pedro harbor, but as the proposed legslation 
applies to the entire State it may have an important bearing on the 
Oakland water front. Therefore it should be carefully scanned b1* 
the representatives of Alameda county and submitted to the in- 
spection of the attorneys for the city. Perhaps it would be wise 
for Mayor Mott and City Attorney McElroy to take cognizance 
of this matter and have it investigated thoroughly. 


No more water front complications should be created at pres- 


ent. It would interfere with the growth and development of the 
city.

in the relief fund will become a burning question. I see that 
the Oakland committee has turned over the remnant of its fund 
to the Associated Charities^and arranged to have that organiza- 
tion- complete what little of the relief work remains unfinished 
but the relief committee on this side of the bay .seems destined 
to continue in busiries for some years to come. 


There is a lot of unexpended money to take care of, and the 


banks in which prominent members of the committee are inter- 
ested/are anxious to take care of it. Hence there promises to be . 
a big relief fund and a relief organization on deck long after 
' 


there is any relief work to be accomplished. 


I-n a short time there will not be even an excuse for main- 


taining refugee camps in the parks and public squares. They 
are now regarded as an eyesore, and are almost universally con- 
demned as breeding places of squalor and vice. But there is 
the fund in the hands of the committee, and if the camps are 
abolished, what then? 


The plan of building a large number of cheap cottages for 


burned-out families has been much discussed, but it has been 
kept under advisement so long that it promises to afford more 
opportunities for graft than relief if it is ever carried out. It 
will be strange if the relief committee does not close its labors 
in a cloud of scandal. 


The papers up here do not appear to have hit on the real 


reason why the Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce sprang the 
old State division gag at this particular time. It is because Los, 
Angeles wants water, and needs it so badly that every property 
owner down there is scared out of his boots when the subject of 
water supply is mentioned. 


The pumping and impounding of water have so lowered tne 


water table in: the region surrounding Los Angeles that the 
gravest fears -are being expressed for the future. The water 
needed for irrigation is being appropriated for domestic use. 
and unless an outside supply is soon obtained the alternate- 
will be presented of doing without water in Los Angeles or 
turning the San Fernando valley into a desert 


Either horn of the dilemma would spell disaster to the 


southern metropolis, hence the feverish anxiety to bring in 
water from Owens river. 


But what has aU this got to do with State division* A good 


deal The State Constitution limits the bonded indebtedness 
of a city to 15 per cent of its assessed valuation. Los Angeles 
cannot bond herself for the amount required by the Owens river 
scheme, and hence is trying to annex tibe whole country for 
thirty miles around. This program is being so strongly resisted 
that the bills providing for it are likely to fail in the Legislature. 


That is why Los Angeles is crying out for State division. 


Make a new State south of Tehachapi, and Los. Angeles would 
, rule the roost. She could make the constitution to suit herself, 
and" annex any town she^iwd^to^ake into «ip»p.',£wl there 
you are- The1 scarcity-of. water in>Xos'Anp'les threatens to 
make-two States grow where only one'grew before.
